And that Tueſday the Fourth of July next, the f 
like be kept and duely obſerved thꝛough the reſt of this whole Bealm of England, and Dominion 
of Wales, And fo2 the moze o2derly perfoꝛmante thereof, We by the adbice of Our Reverend 
Biſhops, have directed to be Compoſed, Pꝛinted and Publiſhed, the Fozms of ſuch Pzapers and 
; publick Thankſgivings, as We have thought fit to be uſed in all Churches and places at theſe 

„ publick Meetings; and have given charge to Pur Biſhops to diſperſe the ſame thzoughcut the 
- Kingdom. And Cle do alſo direct and appoint, That this Dur Pꝛotlamation be publickly 
read in all Churches and Chappels, on fome Loꝛds⸗dap pꝛetedent to the ſaid days of Thankſgt- 
— 128 to the end that notice map be taken thereof, and due thanks and pzaiſe 
maß upon the ſaid daps be offered up unto Almighty God; And that humble ſupplitations be 
poured out befoze him fo his continual aſſiſtance, and impꝛobement of this and all his mercies 
to the honour of his great Name, and the peace and benefit of Us and Dur People; Willing and 
rictly wes nos perſons within Dur ſaid Realm and Dominions, with all ſobziety, re⸗ 
verente, and thankfulneſs to obſerve this day, as becomes ſo ſolemn an occaſion. 


Given at Our Court at Whitehall the Fourteenth day of June, 1665. in the Seventeenth 
year of Our Reign.
